edge of the language. Regi.<lralion 
will open on Friday, June and 
the school will close on Friday, 
Augu.st 8. 

II has been approved as one ol 
the recognized institutions where 
U.S.A. nnd Canadian veterans may 
continue their studies. 

Professor J. L. Launay is Direc- 
tor of the School and it was esti- 
mated that there would be 240 stu- 
dents from the United Staler and 
Canada In attendance.

The Campaign initiated by the 
Graduates' Society to provide the 
University with à filling War Mem- 
orial is now drawing to its con- 
clusion, with the final drive .sche- 
dhlcd to be over by March .1!. This 
date will mark the end of a cam- 
paign in which both graduates and 
undergraduates have worked lo- 
gcthcr to reach the minimum ob- i 
jcclivc of $750,000 which is required , 
to ensure the completion of the I 
Athletics Centre. The first unit of ! 
the Centre was the present Sir I 
Arthur Currie Gymnasium for 
which a campaign was carried on 
in 1033, and the Swimming Pool 
and Rink-Auditorium will complete 
the whole project as envisaged in 
the original plans. 

In the Spring issue of the Gradu- 
ates' magazine, the AlcGill News", 
the new secretary of the CampaiRii. 
F. Lyle Pattec, reports enthusiasti- 
cally on tlm active and eager re- 
sponse of both graduates and under- 
graduates to the campaigns which 
have been conducted to dale, and 
speaks confidently of the success 
which he is sure will be met with 
in the concluding phase. The under- 
graduates exceeded their a5signcd 
objective of $10,000 in a campaign 
conducted on the campus early in 
December; combined totals r'wc the 
War Memorial Committee a total of 
over half a million dollars.

- In such a manner, wc believe, is how these 
three distinguished faculty members of McGill 
should be presented for their honorary degrees 
this Wednesday morninp. 

This year's convocation is notable for two 
reasons — the largest graduating class in the long^ 
history of McGill will be graduated, and three 
men who have played a large part in furthering 
the world-wide renown of McGill will receive 
honorary' degrees from the Vice-chancellor. 

Seldom has the University had the oppor- 
tunity to pay a well deserved tribute simullanc- 
nusly to three of ils senior faculty members — 
Dean Macmillan of the Facidty of Arts and 
Science, Dean Meakins of ^lodicinc, and Dr. 
Keys, ^lacdonald professor of physics, who has 
recently retired from the staff of the university. 

It is fitting that this convocation be chosen 
as a memorial to these three men of McGill who 
leave the university after a full and inspiring 
career as leaders in education. Foremost in our 
thoughts is the energy which each applied to his 
work, giving freely of their time both to McGill 
and Canada during the past hours of stress. 

Of late, each has left his mark on the devel- 
opment of the University. Dean Macmillan of- 
fered careful and wise guidance during the un- 
precedented influx of students into the Faculty 
of Arts and Science in the years after the recent 
war, and safely surmounted the obstacles this 
sudden leap in registration occasioned. 

Dean ^leakins, as every medical student will 
readily admit, has established himself not only 
as . a great scientist and doctor but as a real 
friend of the undergraduates and the younger 
interns — by whom he will be most sorely missed. 
His guiding genius and remarkable administra- 
tion has helped measurrably in .placing McGill's 
medical school among the top on the continent. 
■ Dr. Keys, as director of veterans' courses, was 
able to help returning veterans hurdle the diffi- 
cult task of rehabilitating themselves as civil- 
ians and especially as students. Through his 
earnest aid many a confused veteran was integ- 
rated into the tmivcrsily's way of life He also 
contributed a share of the labor that went into 
the planning and present construction of Cana- 
da's first cyclotron. 

' We students of McGill have profited grcat- 
Iv, alông with the whole university family, from 
their presence in our midst as we have travelled 
along education's path and th'te xonfering of 
honorary degrees on them is one of the most 
sincere ways in which we and the university 
can express our deep gratitude. They will, stand 
before us next Wednesday that wc may honor 
them who have brought great honor to McGill.

that these lessons may never be forgotten. 

There is but one word of welcome to the new 
students who will enter the University for sum- 
mer school and for the regular term next fall. 
Whatever studies you pursue, keep a broad and 
open and criticaVmind. Talce nothing for grant- 
ed; believe nothing which you cannot under- 
stand; accept only those things which are neces- 
!ary in order to achieve understanding. Again 
wc fear that wc have resorted to preaching, but 
there does not appear to be any other method 
of expressing those things which we have found 
vital in the pursuit of a complete and full edu-

Gne last wordra reasonable balance between 
studies and extra-curricular activities will be 
found to eontributfl a great deal to the individual 
student. The Variety of activities which the uni- 
versity affords can provide a wider, more com- 
plete education.

Our wish for their continued success and welfare 
is understood. And this, too,. is our welcome to 
the new students; with the hope that their stay 
at McGill will be profitable and advantageous

A New Chancellor 

With the appointment of Chief Justice Or- 
ville Tyndale as the Chancellor of McGill, the 
University makes one of its most distinguished 
sons the new head of the family. A former stu- 
dent of the University whose destinies he now 
guides, his selection forms a fitting climax to 
a career long marked by a close interest and ac- 
tive participation in McGill affairs. 

It is particularly appropriate that the mantle 
of tlic late Morris W. Wilson falls upon the 
shoulders of a man whose progress in his chosen 
profession was interrupted by a period of serv- 
ice in the Armed Forces of his country; for, in 
this respect, his career is paralleled by,] a large 
ntimber of undergraduates presently afc'MeGlll. 
Chancellor Tyndale can well be sympathetio 
with the impelling sense of urgency, that forms 
the most outstanding characteristic of the form- 
er soldier turned student. 

The new Chancellor is the latest in the long 
line of^ eminently outstanding men who have 
served in this capacity and brings with him the 
same qualities and charnctcriEtics that saw his 
elevailon to the poet Chief Justice of this district, 
just last year. Thus, twice within the space of 
slightly more than twelve months, the ability 
of a noted jurist and educator has been recogniz- 
ed by his choiÈe as the person to fill positions of 
greatest responsibility. 

It is perhaps significant of the vital import-, 
ancc which the new Chancellor attaches to the 
necessity for education in our modem civilisa- 
tion that despite the increasing pressure of a 
growing law practice and his later appointment 
to the Bench, he was' yet able to find time to 
continue his teaching duties in the capacity of 
Professor of Civil -Frocedurq in the Faculty of 
Law. Previous to this, he had been à full time 
lecturer in the faculties of Arts and liaw. 

As « former member of llic teaching staff of 
his Alma Maler, Chnnccllor Tyndale carries 
into his new job a deep and sympathetic imder- 
standing of the problems facing students and 
possible solutions. With the present record en- 
rollments at every Canadian college, these prob- 
lems are certain to become more pressing and 
yet must always be viewed in their proper per- 
spective by officials of our institutions of high- 
er learning. 

In this respect, the words of the Montreal 
Daily Star on the occasion of the appointment 
of the new Chancellor may well prove to be pro- 
phctio^for it was stated: "Chief Justice "ryndalc 
brings to the service of McGill University . . . 
a wealth of learning and experience which will 
be invaluable in these years when the influx of 
veteran students from the war creates many 
problems. The record of his service to McGill 
and to Canada is a happy augury of the contri- 
bution that the new Chancellor will bring to the 
life of the university."— H.S. 



Placement Bureau 

It is particulariy fitting that this year's con- 
vocation exercises coincide with the announce- 
ment by the Graduates' Society of the reopening 
of the Placement Bureau for graduates and un- 
dergraduates. At this vital and important occa- 
sion in the lives of all students, it is encouraging 
to know that those who have already received 
their degrees arc behind the new graduates in 
their attempts to adjust themselves to the larg- 
er, and often, more hazardous, 'hinteriand.' The 
Graduates' Society's Placement Bureau should 
serve as a veiy effective shock-absorber in the 
set-backs and the uncertainties which are almost 
certain to accompany the initial adjustments. 

Culminating a ten-year lapse in its activi- 
ties, the new Placement Bureau is designed to 
provide part-time and summer employment for 
undergraduates; to place new graduates in their 
first positions; and to obtain positiohs.for grad- 
uates who want to change their positions. . : . , 

In order to effect these pomts, the Giradii- 
alcs' Society has seen fit to integrate the activi- 
ties of the Students' Society Employment Bu- 
reau, Univct Enterprises, and the informal serv- 
ices which have existed in the various faculties. 
While recognizing the contri butions Vwhich these 
three bodies have made to students' employment, 
one cannot help but to remark on the superiori- 
ty of an integrated service such as tlic Placement 
Bureau. The process of integration should prove 
to lend a far greater deçree of efficiency to tnc all 
important task of seekmg employment for grad- 
uates and undergraduates. 

It is expected that the new emplojrment 
service will commence operations on June 1, and 
its initial objective is to find some 4,000 summer 
jobs. To the Graduates' Society and the indivi- 
dual graduates who have done much to bring 
abolit the formation of the new body, we wish 
the greatest success. Wc may be fairiy certain 
thnt-'wc speak for the McGill undergraduates, 
as well as the soon-to-be grariuairs, in extend- 
ing our recognition to the men who have made 
the Placement Bureau possible.— Â. T.

Le Corbusier 

What was our amazement to dis- 
cover within the confines of McGiU 
University, in the dark recestei of 
the Engineering Building, a minia- 
ture wing of New York's Modern 
Art Museum. Last March, under the 
direction of Enrico Deplerro, of the 
School of Architecture, an exhibi- 
tion of the work of Le Corbusier, a 
famous contemporary. French mod- 
ernist, writer, pHilotoipher, painter 
and architect wat arranged by stu- 
dents in Architecture. 

Photographs and plans of tome 
of the hundreds of hornet . and 
famout buildings designed by Le 
Corbusier occupied the wall space, 
and his theories on art, life, and 
architecture were explained by the 
students, or quoted from tome of 
Le Corbusler's published . works. To 
add authenticity to the novelty of 
the idea, all tuch explanatuy; com- 
ment was In French. 'Ttie'^ih'ow 
was co'mplete with such objects at 
glass showcases, modern furniture, 
Le Corbusler's painting reproduced 
by the students as murals on large 
wooden forms, an(^ an impressive 
potted palm, which, Mr. Deplerro 
confided, consumed quantities of 
tea. The idea was original and 
effective, and we hope that the Le 
Corbusier project will be followed 
by a series of annual exhibitions 
of modern architecture by the ttu- 
denU of the school.

At this 
time he held the poiilinn of .spccidi 
lecturer ii> French in the Faculty 
of Art.s and Science, and he prides 
him.^elf on being completely bilin- 
gual. In the autumn of that year, 
he went to Paris to continue his 
studies under a special scholarship 
provided by Sir Willi.iiii MacDon- 
ald. and l iloied in KnKli.^h at the 
Ecole .Vormale Supérieure de Pari.« 
to provide for his room and. board.

Tun years later he was back in 
Canada, and accepted an appoint- 
ment to teach in the French depart- 
ment of the new McGill Collesc in 
Vancouver, B.C., which wa.< soon 
to become the Utnver.;ily of nriti.sh

he returned to MrGill ii .';tudent 
in the Faculty of Law wi!.^ the ric- 
Rrec of B.C.L. DurinR that year, 
he resumed his teachins of French 
at McGill.

After 
two years, he was appointed to the 
leaching slalT on a lull time basis, 
lecturing in both Law and Arts and 
Science, but he relinqui.^hed the

!hr lec.ll firm of Brown. .Mont- 
gomery, and .McMichflrl, with which 
he waa associated until his eleva- 
tion to the bench in 1942.

Daily Exclusive Interview

Our new Chancellor, Chief Jus- 
tice Orvillo S. Tj'ndale. of the Su- 
perior Court for the Montreal Ju- 
dicial District, in a recent inter- 
view, expressed a great interest in 
the relative characterislic? and 
merits of the English and French 
cultures.

College as the end of one's educa- 
tion. One docs not go to University 
to "get educated". Rather one must 
consider t'niver.-^ity a.s a guide for 
; further development. It opens one's 
mind; makes one strive for more 
knowledge. 

After graduating from McGill. 
Chancellor Tyndale won a Schol- 
arship to Paris, where he .studied 
at Ecole Normale, the highest 
teachers' .school. Fleturning to Can- 
ada, he taught at McGill College 
in Vancouver. Once .ngain he c.nnir 
to our university, to study 1«tw. In

Montreal, Friday, May 23, 1947 
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Romeo and Juliet 
Shakespeare Society 
Yearly Production

"Romeo and Juliet" was the 
Montreal Shakespeare Society's 
choice {or its third annual pro- 
duction at the beginning ol this 
month In Moyse Hall. Their prescn- 
tatlonj excellently directed by 
Charles Rittenhousc, resulted, as 
Montrcalers are beginning to talcc 
for granted, in a delightful staging 
of the play, though it did not, we 
think, attain the inspired level of 
. last yCiir's "King Lear." 

The presentation of "Romeo and 
Juliet" left no doubt as to the inter- 
pretation of one of the earliest 
Skakespearlan tragedies. Here were 
no solemn, serious lovers, but two 
very' young and impetuous people; 
their appealing youthfulncss im- 
mediately gained the sympathy of 
the audience, made Romeo's swift 
passion for Juliet comprehensible 
without endange^ng his sincerity, 
and pervaded the entire play with 
a 'vividness which Is difficult to 
dispell. It seems to nc, however, 
that the audience ought to feel 
from the opening skirmish of the 
play that doom is inevitable for 
these two unfortunately mated 
lovers. There is, after all, the old 
blood feud between Montague and 
Capulet, and something of the 
depth of the tragedy was sacrific- 
ed by the lightness of a great deal 
of the first half of the play. The 
tension, having been very far re- 
laxed, never mounted high enough 
to indicate the full intensity of the 
final sombre ruin. 

The settings by Herbert Whil- 
iaker were in key with this gen- 
aral approach to the play. Perhaps 
the pink and blue walls and galler- 
ies of the house of Capulet were 
too much in the comic spirit to aid 
the play's later development, in 
spite of the wonderfully ingenious 
painted curtain of Verona, and the 
piece de resistance — the tower 
chamber. In the tomb scene, Juli- 
et's balcony became the tower of 
the Capulet monument, against an 
eery background of sky and graves. 
This use of the tower was, I think, 
one of the high points of the play. 
The costumes, however, in spite of 
their magnificence, cannot be com- 
pared with those of "King Lear", 
either for their psychological ef- 
fect, or /or tiicir originallty.^Tiie'^

lighting was poor. In spite of 
Moyse Hall's manifold imperfec- 
tions, Juliet should not have been 
called upon to say "Thou know'st 
the mask' of night is on my face", 
when she appeared to be standing 
in the midst of a burst of brilliant 
sunshine. This misplaced lighting 
may have been due to understand- 
able eagerness to furnish forth the 
balcony scene with the brightest 
possible illumination— and indeed, 
it woiild have been a shame to have 
missed any of it. 

In other reviews which have ap- 
peared long before this one will, 
Kenneth Leigh-Smith as Romeo, 
Betty Taylor as Juliet, her nurse, 
Maud Whitmore, and most of the 
cast have received the plaudits due 
to them. It only remains for us to 
single out our favorites. Alfred Gal- 
lagher as Friar Lawrence, was, as 
he always is, impeccable. He made 
the Friar's comparatively small 
part a memorable one, and John 
Drexier's Mercutio, was. in our 
opinion, the other outstanding piece 
of acting. Mr. Drcxlcr gave us one 
of the moments when he seemed to 
be living in the play, hanging 
breathless on his rendering of the 
Queen Mab speech. It was, alto- 
gether, a most spirited and touch- 
ing Mercutio who walked upon 
stage, and a brilliant piece of act- 
ing. ^ 

To sum up. in comparison with 
last year's. "King I^Mr*; jte^^Mof 
good acting, Mr. Rittenhon8c*s*cx- 

cellcnt direction, and still ingen- 
ious sets, the Shakespeare Society 
production lacked accumulated 
power. The Elizabethan "Romeo 
and Juliet" must have been less de- 
liberately patterned. Except for 
odd high moments it was more of a 
Shakespearian spectacle than the 
tragic development of an unfortun- 
ate love. Whereas "King Lear" left 
one feeling that something new and 
original had been created on the 
stage, "Romeo and Juliet", in spite 
of the often successful effort of the 
cast to animate it, lacked the artis- 
tic vitality of "Lear".

TWO PLAYS.. .CONCERTS...A FILM 




Joan of Lorraine 

A.M.-O.D. 

• The MRT chose for its final pro- 
duction tills season an ambitious 
project, and they are to be con- 
gratulated on the degree of suc- 
cess which they attained. 

"Joan of Lorraine" was undoubt- 
edly one of their best efforts of 
the season. A play within a play, 
it tells the story of Joan, and si- 
multaneously shows the conflict 
between the "director" of the play 
and the actress portraying "Joan." 
The audience watches a rehearsal 
where this struggle reaches a cli- 
max and is finally resolved. 

This play requires an exceptional 
actress in the leading role, and 
to Marjorie Brewer as "Joan" goes 
much of the credit for the MRT 
success. She gave a convincing 
performance, shifting easily from 
the role of "Joan',' to that of the 
"actress," and made believable the 
rather poorly defined and unsatis- 
factorily explained reason for the 
disagreement between the "actress" 
and the "director." Another out- 
standing performance was that of 
Myron Galloway as the "Dauphin." 

There were a number ol smaller 
character roles wlilch were almost 
invariably well acted. The most 
notable of these was Griffith 
Brewer as the poet "Alain Char- 
tier". Also deserving of mention 
were Phyllis Schechter, Gillian 
Hessey-White, Rosanna Seaborn, 
Alice Rogers, Shirley Elkin, Paul 
Blouin and Peter Armstrong. 

It was good entertainment, but 
not a masterpiece. The play by 
Maxwell Anderson Is not his best, 
and it was doubtless here that at 
least part of the trouble lay. We 
have the feeling that the author 
was trying to say too much In one 
play. Either the story of Joan by 
itself, or that of the actress by it- 
self would have been enough. 

The weakest link in the play, in 
our estimation, was the part of 
"Jimmy Masters", the "director". 
However, we were unable to deter- 
mine to our own satisfaction wheth- 
er the trouble was due to poor act- 
ing, inadequate direction, poor writ- 
ing, or a combination of all three. 

With this type of play there is on- 
ly a limited scope for scenery and 
lighting, since it is impossible for 
the audience to distinguish how 
much is intended for the story and 
how much is intended for the atmo- 
sphere of the "theatre in rehear- 
sal". Mr. Berends set as usual made 
the Playhouse stage look about 
twice the size one knows it must 
be, and the lighting of the produc- 
tion was adequate for visibility. 



La Forteresse 



After many interesting and enter- 
taining "shorts" the Canadian Mo- 
tion Picture Industry has produced 
its first full length film: "La 'For- 
teresse" (English title, "The Cita- 
del"), and we are happy to report 
that the movie Is a complete suc- 
cess. The plot is suitable for a first 
effort: it Is an exciting mystery 
story. The actors arc skilled; the 
photography good. There is a beau- 
tiful background: the historic city 
of Quebec. And music lovers are 
gratified; by Andre Mathleu's fine 
piano concerto, very well interpret- 
ed by tho young Canadian pianist 
Neil Chotem. 

"La Forteresse" is notable be- 
cause it Is made entirely by Can- 
adians, and it emphasises Cana- 
dian material (Quebec, Mathleu's 
Concerto). The film begins and 
ends with a couple in a sleigh, lis- 
tening to a story told by a "typical" 
(and very charming) old French 
driver. Thus the film starts and 
closes in the truly Canadian at- 
mosphere of the oldest city of the 
country. - 

The sleigh driver tells the story 
of Marie Roberts, and of - Albert 
Frederic, tho rich patron of the 
arts. Soon the scene changes and 
we seen Marie, the pretty Ameri- 
can Reporter- (Nicole Germain), 
interviewing an old lady who Is 
about to die. The latter - whispers 
—very exciting— that her fiance's 
death was not an accident, but 
murder. Then we sec tire villainous 
Frederic (Jacques Auger) forcing 
his young protege, the composer 
Michel Lacoste (Paul Dupuis) into 
murdering the pretty Marie. There 
are many exciting moments, and 
a climax builds up, while the com- 
poser's Concerto is being played 
for the first time. 

The story is good, but partly a 
formula. The finisli Is rather far 
fetched. A few faults can be found. 
At times the pace Is too slow. Some 
details are troubling (How did the 
old woman get the keys to Marie? 
Where did Michel live after he 
committed the murder?) But this 
Is a movie to .'entertain, and al- 
though the pace made some of the 
audience impatient, the troubling 
details were not noticed. 

Andre Mathleu's Concerto is a 
maturei work, romantic and tune 
ful. Neil Chotcm's playing is ex- 
cellent The actors are all good. 
The principals are to be highly 
praised. Hie "bit parts" arc also 
very well played. Especially note- 
worthy arc the performances of 
the hotelkeeper and ol the sleigh 
driver.

He was 
assisted at the piano • by 'pabio 
Miquel whose sympathetic accom- 
paniments and sensitively played 
solos made ônç wish that more per- 
formers would bring at least as 
good assisting artists.

Loyonnet who appeared for the 
first time in Montreal this spring 
gave performances of works by 
Scarlatti, Bach, Couperin, and Bee- 
thoven that,were unrivaled iby any- 
thing this reporter has heard. It 
has been rumoured that he will re- 
turn next year to Montreal in per- 
formance of the Thirty-two Bee- 
thoven piano Sonatas. It will be the 
first time that this will have been 
attempted In Montreal. On the 
strength of M. Loyonnet's previous

Isaac Stem appeared at the 
Ladles' Morning Musical Club and 
proved once again what a really 
fine artist he is. His performance 
of the Brahms Sonata Op.

New Athletic Setup 
For McGill Provides 
Better Management

One of tlic liighliglits of the recent' War Memorial Campnign 
iiipctiiip held on May 15th and 16lli wlicn Dr. C. F. Tidmorsli, 
prc-iflcnt of the Graduntc Society, made known the contents of 
tiie report of the spccini Senate coniniittec on atlilctics. Although 
ilir report has yet lo he oflicinlly iipproved, it adds consid- 
pi'ohly in placing extra-curricular athletics on a. firmer footing. 

>' STUDENT AGITATION 
! The committee wns appointed by 
t^e Senate early in the school year 
due in large measure to student 



qi&satisfactlon ot the present mcth 
Od of controlling athletics on the 
campus and brought to the atten- 
tion of all by a series of editorials 
in the "Daily". Throughout thcîc 
articles, the editorials pointed to 
the poor arrangement in the pres- 
ent setup which places» the athletic 
activity of all students under the 
Department of Physical Education. 
In nn interim report released last 
February, the committee reaffirm- 
cd its support of true .amateurism, 
while in this report specific sug- 
gestions were made for the im- 
provement and efficient manage- 
ment of «thletlcs at McGlU and 
they are outlined beloW as re- 
leased by Dr. Tidmarsh. 

A NEW DEAL 

1. The name of the Depart- 
ment of Physical Education be' 
changed to the Department of 
Athletics and Physlcst Educa- 
tion and placed under a 
director. 

2. The School of Physical 
Education be separated as an 
independent organization In re- 
gard to Budget functions »ilh 
its own director. 

3. The present Advisory 
Board become the Athletics 
Board. It will work closely, 
with the Director and have fin- 
al decision (subject to the 
approval of the Board of Gov- 
ernors) In all matters pertain- 
ing lo policy, budget and 
recommendations for appoint- 
ment. 

' BETTER CONTROL 

i. The name Athletics Man- 
ager be changed to Business 
Manager. He will superclse 
team managers, the business 
details and the .purchase of 
supplies and equipment, 
spending the funds alloled to 
him under the budget at his 
discretion after consultation 
with the coaches. 

5. Two full time members of 
the staff of the Department be 
appointed viz. Assistant Direct- 
or of recreational activities for 
the purpose of Implementing 
the policy of greater student 
partlclpailon . and eventually 
give every McGlll student the 
time and opportunity for out- 
door exercise. 

6. A Director of Physical 
education for Women be ap- 
pointed (o work with a wo- 
men's athletle board to be es- 
tablished. 

These recomendations follow the 
suggestions of the students and if 
given a fair trial should make for 
belter playing, conditions tor all 
those t.-il<ing part In sport at the 
Univcsily. 



McGill, Glasgow Plan 
Exchange of Students 

Plans for the exchange of stu- 
dent* between McGlll University 
and Glasgow University arc 'going 
through successfully, the princi- 
pal's office reported here recently. 

The plan, which provides for the 
exchange of one post-graduate stu- 
dent every year, has already been 
tpproved by the Senate and the 
3oard of Governors of the unlver- 
lity. 

Students proceeding under the 
exchange plan will be provided 
with free transportation; all their 
tecs will be paid; and they will re- 
ceive a grant to meet the cost-of- 
living while studylnif. , 

It is hoped that the 'i)lan will go 
into effect next October. Interest- 
ed students who are eligible may 
contact the Registrar for more com- 
plete details.

To the University 

The so-called niinor sporLs on the 
campus once again gained Increas- 
ed prestige and prominence as Mc- 
Glll scored its greatest successes lu 
Intercollegiate competition on the 
tennis courts, swimming pools, and" 
cinder paths of their opponents. 

This past fall the Red and White 
tennis teams, led by such outstand- 
ing ex|)onents as Jim Duff, Bobby 
Duford, V Jim ^Spencer, Breen Mar- 
ten and Colin "Hard-Rock" Ram- 
sey, swept to Canadian Intercol- 
legiate supremacy by virtue of 
their success in tourneys against 
the local Big Four, the western In- 
vaders from the University >ot Sas-' 
katchewan ' and the eastern chal- 
lenge from the Bluenosers of Dal- 
housie University. 

In copping every match over 
their traditional rivals, the Red 
Racqueteers proved themselves to 
be the best sextet ever to take to 
the courts under the staunch col- 
ors of McGill. After disposing of 
the western threat, headed by 
Davis-cup aspirant Don Hodges, the 
Redmen called the bluff of the 
over-zealous Dalhousie players and 
soundly . trounced them at the 
Montreal Indoor Courts after the 
so-called 'tempest In the teacup' In- 
volving the rival colleges. 

In the track world, the Red run- 
ners brought the coveted Talt-Mc- 
Kenzie trophy back to Montreal, 
when after a tedious campaign on 
the part of F. M. Van Wagner and 
Hugh Borsman ot rebuilding the 
team, the McGlUians, headed by 
Andy Gillespie and Pete Robinson, 
eked out a narrow win over their 
hated Toronto rivals. The McGill 
men also copped thej Dominion Re- 
lay title and figuré prominently 
in meets held in Canada and the 
U.S.A. during the past year. 

The water-polo team proved it- 
sell to be the same strong squad 
that copped the garlands for the 
past few seasons, when they came 
through with dual triumphs over 
Queer's and Varsity in Intercolle- 
giate competition. In local compe- 
tition against top-flight natators, 
the McGill men also were formid- 
able, splitting ' with the Dominion 
finalist Y.M.H.A. sextet, and gain- 
ing the odd victory over Central

No Predictions 
For Coming Year 
By New Coach 

"As far as next football year is 
concerned, I certainly cannot make 
any definite predictions that would 
be valid" said Red football coach 
Vic Obeck when approached for 
his prognostications as to McGlU's 
future. "I have not had the opport- 
unity of seeing any ot the McGill 
boys in action, he continued, and I 
don't know what we have in the 
way of material."

still open. These will all be given 
a chance to show themselves to 
best advantage and a pair from 
among them chosen. 

Practices this year will com- 
mence on Sept 8 but, coach Obeck 
says he would like to see all aspir- 
ants on the 6 of that month for 
equipment distribution and Indoc- 
trination.

He remained 
in the permanent force for a brief 
period of time after the war until 
he received his ap|)ointrocnt as 
Athletics Manager in 1023. Since 
that time, the McGlll athletic plant 
has grown in physical size and 
reputation until it has become 
ranked as tops in the Canadian In- 
tercollegiate circuit. Under the 
Major's guidance, facilities for ath- 
letics have tieen expanded steadily 
until the University now boasts ot 
a top-notch football gridiron, the 
finest gymnasium in Canada and 
plans for a swimming-pool, and 
rink-auditorium expected to be 
completely erected by the end ot 
1948. 

A man of many and varied ac- 
tivities, Major Forbes has also act- 
ed as head of the C.R.F.U. and it 
was mainly thrçugh his vigorous 
efforts that the forward pan was 
introduced Into the Canadian game. 
Forbes also had a brief fling at the 
helm of the McGill grid fortunes 
when he acted as coach ot the Red- 
men In thfe early Thirties. McGlll's 
retiring' Athletics Manager has 
gained a good deal of fame as a 
chef de repas of more than average 
ability. The tasty dishes that h« 
whips up for private dinners have 
evoked considerable comment and 
praise while the delicacies which 
he ladles out at his annual press 
banquets are remembered long 
after the speeches have passed into 
oblivion. 

Since 1S4S, Major Forbes has put , 
McGill back on the Intercollegiate 
sports map in a bigger and better 
fashion with more sports, more 
contests and more contestants. With 
things now restored to what may be 
called normalcy, the Major has de- 
cided that it Is time to call it a day. 
He retires lo a well-deserved rest 
secure in the knowledge that he 
may be gone but never will be for- 
gotten when old athletes get ' to- 
gether to discuss treasured memor- 
ies of McGlll's days ot sport gran- 
deur.

Appointment by the Board 
of Governors of McGill Univcr- 
Bjty of Colin Malcolm Mc- 
Dougall, D.S.O. as Director of 
the McGill Placement Service 
was announced today by G. F. 
Benson, Jr., Cliairman of the 
McGill Placement Board which 
guides the policy of the recent- 
ly-established Service. 
, Canada-wide in scope, the Plac.c- 
ment Service will assist members 
àotMthe University's graduating 
■^classes ' in obtaining employment, 
and in addition will deal with 
■ummcr employment Xor under- 
graduates, part-time employment 
for ttiose attending university, and 
employment for graduates seeldng 
positions offering better opportuni- 
tiés., Although designed specifically 
as an aid to McGill students and 
alumni, it is expected to serve a 
useful purpose in stemming the 
flow of Canadian-trained universi- 
ty graduates to the United States 
and to perform a definite service 
to industry generally in Canada. 

Colin McDougall, the new direc- 
tor, is a resident of Westmount, a 
gsaduate of Lower Canada College 
bnd McGiil University and was 
prominent with th« McGiU nedmen 
duringji the^lnter-collegiate football 
scht^uleFot 1837-38-3g. 

Xnlisting in the Princess Pa- 
tricia's Canadian Light Infantry in 
July of 1040, he served five years 
with the. forces, retiring with the 
ranic of Major in August. 1945, 
after being awarded the D.S.O. and 
being mentioned in despatches.

Army Grapevine 
Galled Reliable 



Chapel Hill. N.C.— The Army 
"grapevine" was a reliable source 
of information, Theodore Capiow, 
aooialogist of fhc University oi 
Minnesota, reported recently. Un- 
like the results of claisroom ex- 
periments In the transmission of 
rumors, the effect of passing 
rumors on from soldier to soldier 
was to increase their accuracy, he 
found. 

Mr. Capiow during the war, 
served in a regimental S-2 section, 
one of the routine duties of which 
was to préparera monthly intelli- 
lence report that included a : 
ion on rumors. Since returnins 



eence report that included a sec 
tion on rumors. Since returning to 
his teaching i>ost he has studied 
the reports and come up with some 
sensational findings. 

"With only two doubtful excep 
tions," he said, "every major op- 
eration, change of station and im- 
portant administrative change was 
accurately reported by rumor be- 
fore any official pronouncement 
had been made." 

Mr. Capiow prepared a technl 
cal report on rumors in war for 
Social Forces, scientific tournai 
□ublishcd by the** University of 
North Carolina Press. 

Commanders occasionally remark- 
ed that their line companies, us- 
ually distant from the centres where 
rumors originated, "knew" more 
than the commanders did about the 
probability of impending move- 
ments. Examining the data, Mr. 
Capiow found hat quite often this 
was literally true. Most rumors 
were started from traceable cen- 
tres, such as headquarters and the 
front line during actual battle. In- 
dividuals may start them even 
when they have no special infor- 
mation. 

Most rumors contained three as- 
sociated statements, and the tenden- 
cy toward this form was so great 
that even barracks stories tended 
to conform to it, Mr. Capiow dis- 
covered. An example of June 28, 
1945, was the humor: "We are going 
to be In the Kyushu Invasion. . . . 
Already attached to the X Division 
for it. . . . High pointsmen will 
be left behind." Only a negiigibie 
proportion had more than three 
statements. > 



U. of Toronto 's Hart House 
Has Good Points and Bad

Hart House, the two-storied, 80- 
roomed cut-,stone structure almost 
In the centre of the University of 
Toronto's campus Is both a prize 
and a problem. 

In 1910 the building — designed 
on classic English lines — was pre- 
sented to * the University fully 
equipped, by the Massey Founda- 
tion, a memorial organization dedi- 
cated to instrialist Hart Massey. It 
is maintained by the members of 
Hart House, who . are undergrad- 
uates and graduates, paying an an- 
nual fl2 fee. There is no private 
endowment. 

Jn'iiaamng.ithei^ the 
FÔtindèni",' Hartli{o'i»e' has' all that 
contributes to foster good fellow- 
ship. A library of nearly 5,000 
books, a debates room where heat- 
ed words fill the room weekly, an 
art gallery with a permanent col- 
lection of originals and reproduc- 
tions, a chapel and a theatre. 

There is an athletic wing with 
rooms for boxing, wrestling, fenc- 
ing, squash, an indoor track, two 
gymnasia and a twiinming pool 
Hart House hu a glee club,, which

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has given several coast-to-coast 
broadcasts, a chess club, a bridge 
club, and foi% shooting fiends a 
camera and revolver club*. 

Sunday, ;^Eyening Concerts are 
given regiilafly throughout the win 
ter by outstanding musicians, The 
music, though classical, is chosen to 
suit the intrinsic lighter side of the 
average student's ear. A series of 
art classes in etching, woodcarving 
and' modelling have substantial 
attendance. 

Here is a students day at Hart 
House. Brealcfast is followed by a 
swim in the big pool, a squash game 
and then relaxation until lunch in 
the reading |t>om. ^The early after- 
noon could^be^spent in the art gal 
lery, and^thén^the weekly student- 
prepared musical recital. After 
dinner in the Great Hall, ,is a dance 
or perhaps the theatre. 

Women are not allowed in Hart 
House; men but not women. True 
they are permitted on very special 
occasions to enter the hallowed por- 
tals, and for dances. That is alL And 
that constitutes the problem. Wo- 
men cannot join the chess club, 
enter Yhe Hart 1 House debates, gaze 
upon Matisse' in its gallery, or swim 
in the pool. 

The situation might be easier it 
there was a building which woman 
could call their own. The lack of a 
centre for the 5,000-odd females of 
the campus results in torturing 
noon restaurant queties, and the 
dependence on a totally inadequate 
gymnasium. Because of this pcr- 
rennial problem, women Icel they 
are losing an integral part of uni- 
versity Ufe.'Onc(B again they have 
begun a movement to gain rec- 
ognition of their demands . for à 
Hart House of their own.' 

The female \mdergraduate body 
have presented admonitions, pleas 
and briefs to President Smith. 
There is hope that women's build- 
ing will be part of the expansion 
war memorial scheme. But if wo- 
men cannot get into Hart. House— 
because the Massey Foundation ex- 
pressly forbides it— and if women 
are left out of the university's post- 
war plans, then the thousands of 
independent females on the campus 
may have to take their own direct 
action. Never underestimate the 
power of a woman. 



Past Year Summarized 
By James at Meeting 



Increased Enrollment, Finances, 
Gonstruction, Instructors 
Gited in Address 



Inereucd enrollment during the 
past few years and the resulting 
problems which have faced the uni- 
versity authorities were the 'key- 
notes of Principal James's annual 
address to the McGill Associates on 
Moy IS; 8300 students were study- 
ing at the university during the 
past session and' an equally large 
enrollment is expected next ses- 
sion. 

Dr. James first commented upon 
the recent appointment of Chief 
Justice OrviUe S. lyndale as Chan- 
cellor of McGIll University which 
he marked as a "happy omen", 
touching on the brilliant career of 
another judge, the Honorable Mr. 
Justice Charles Dewey Day, who 
was an earlier chancellor of this 
university. 

In commenting upon the pres- 
sée ^ of Increased enrollment, Dr. 
James told the Associates that resi- 
dences, in Montreal, Dawson, La- 
chine and Ste. Anne de Bellevue 
had accomodated more than 3200 
persons. Seven sets of dining rooms 
and kitchens served a total of a 
million and a half meals between 
September 1846 and March 1047. 
The two totalled an expenditure of 
$1,790.000. 

BUILDING RECONSTRUCTION 

Some $1,200,000 has been spent 
on building reconstruction and the 
purchase of new equipment al- 
though we are still desperately in 
need of additional equipment and 
space, he added. Part of the diffi- 
culty arises from the difficulty of 
obtaining .equipment and the rest 
is due to the increase in price of 
all scientific equipment as well as 
to the high cost of building. 

Two Important construction add- 
ed this session to the university 
were especially mentioned by the 
principal: the Radiation Laboratory 
and Cyclotron, the greatest in the 
British Empire, and the Donner 
Building for Medical research for 
which the ground has been broken 
north of the cyclotron building. 

The Donner Building . will house 
the Maxwell Lauterman Laborator- 
ies for experimentaljjsurgery, the 
experimental laboratories in the 
Department of Psychology, the re- 
search laboratories in which Dr. 
Ayre will continue his investiga- 
tions in regard to the cytoiogical 



diagnosis of cancer, as wtll as ac- 
commodation for studies in biophy- 
sics. Dr. James expresscd^the hope 
that the building would bo- com- 
pleted by the end of the calendar 
year. 

Budget Showed Deficit 

As envisaged at the beginning of 
the session the budget has shown 
a net deficit of some $350,000 or a 
gross deficit of approximately $850,- 
000 which it is hoped will be de- 
creased by about $500,000 by the 
Department of Veterans' Affairs. 
Tliis financial problem Dr. James 
pointed out was not one that 
would PISS with the present session 
as an equally large enrollment is 
expected next year and it is be- 
lieved that it will still be an en- 
larged one ui^ to 1951. An annual 
Giving Campaign is being inaug' 
urated by the Graduates* Society 
after the close of the War Memor- 
ial Campaign but it is possible that 
the University may have to appeal 
to the city and the province for 
financial aid. 

The number of men who are 
leaving the teaching staff of the 
university is large Dr. James point 
ed out, adding "We shall miss them 
In our counsels and in the daily In' 
formal walks of life." However, he 
mentioned, a number of fine men 
have been added to the leaching 
staff with more to be added this 
summer, despite the shortage of 
teachers due to the depression and 
six years of war. 

CONCLUSION 

In conclusion Dr. James men- 
tioned the laying of the corneirstone 
of the War Memorial Swimmfng 
pool by the Governor-General lost 
Founders Day. "It was an occa- 
sion," he said, "that commemorated 
the 12Sth anniversary of the Uni- 
versity. 

It was an occasion of dedication, 
and in which we looked forward 
clearly and purposefully not only 
to the actual construction of the 
building. That fact though impor- 
tant was, I think, only one of the 
thoughts that rose to the minds of 
each of us, who were privileged to 
partake of that ceremony. We must 
create a university which will be 
as' splendid as our finest dreams, 
a university that shall comprise a 
galaxy of scholars and scientists 
worthy to be compared with those 
great names which made the his- 
tory of McGill." '

Foresters 

Laboratory

The campus of the University of 
New Brunswick extends over 3,625 
acres. Fortunately for students, the 
dozen halls of learning are not 
evenly distributed over this area, 
but are grouped, in a mere 25 acres 
on the outskirts. In fact the rest 
of the campus is an exceptionally 
fine piece of timberland. How can 
this be called part of the Univer- 
sity's campus? The answer is that 
it is to some 420 forestry students 
a laboratory and classroom in 
which they spend many of their 
learning hours. 

Dally, the high-booted, plaid- 
shirted he-men of the faculty of 
forestry disappear ' into the tall 
timber behind their Forestry build- 
ing carrying axes, tapes, compasses 
and frying pans. It has been said 
that there is not a tree in the 
woods that has not been examined, 
measured and classified by the 
zealous "wood-choppers". After a 
day's work they return, repairing 
to classrooms where their findings 
are transcribed Into neatly tabulat- 
ed figures. 

The result of all this coming and 
going is not only the most practical 
and experienced of Forestry grad 
uates, but also a supply of fire 
wood for the wood-burning boilers 
of the university buildings. It does 
not pay to point out to a forester 
however that one of the three coal 
heated buildings on the campus is 
the Forestry Building iUeif. 

The Forester's claim that one 
could not be a forester without 
being tough, rugged and resource 
ful has lost some of Its punch lately 
In view of the fact that one coed is 
progressing very favorably in her 
third year in the course, handling a 
transit and snbwshbeing through 
the winter's drifts with the best of 
them. 

Many strange tales are told of the 
peculiarities of the forester and 
what he does way out there in the 
woods. Most of these deal with his 
total lack of culture and abysmal 
ignorance of anything but forestry 
and inflammable beverages, it 
being said that the U.N.B. Foresters 
were the first to extract alcohol 
from sawdust But the men them- 
selves ascribe all this io Jealousy 
of Science and Arts students. They 
point out that in fact they are the 
most versatile of all the students. 
They are part englheer, biologist 
and lumberman. 

There are two four-year courses 
in Forestry given at U.N.B., one in 
forest engineering and one in forest 
entomology. The latter "Bugmen" 
have the fine facilities of the Do- 
minion Entomological Laboratories 
on the campus available to them. 
A Provincial Forest Bangers School 
and Forest Protection Service head- 
quarters nearby also help make:the 
faculty's courses comprehensive in 
all respects.

Walmsley Resigns 
Women'sPresidency 
Over ANA Dispute t 



Dr.M.V.Roscoe 
Refuses to 
Discuss Issue 



The Women's Union of Mc- 
Gill University will begin the 
1947-48 session with its presi- 
dency vacant despite the fact 
that elections were held to fill 
this and other campus offices 
early in Alarch. Norma Walm- 
sley, the president-elect, resign- 
ed her position as a result of a 
disagreement with Dr. Roscoe, 
warden of RVC. 

The nature of this disagree- 
ment was discussed at the semi- 
annual general meeting of the 
organization, held late in March, 
under the heading of New Busi- 
ness. Hcdwig Brown, president 
for the past session, and Barba- 
ra Jackson, vice-president elect, 
presented Dr. Roscoc's "cose," 
while Norma explained her own 
action. The meeting passed un- 
animously a Resolution in favour 
of its recently elected president 
and , favoured the inclusion qf 
their resolution in a letter to be 
sent to Dr. James by the Execu- 
tive. 

On March 20, Just before the 
meeting. Norma Walmsley resigned 
her position as president-elect of 
the organization of McGill's women 
students. A former officer and now 
a student in the School of Com- 
merce, she was president of the 
veteran women's residence, ANA 
House during the past session. She 
stated fully the cause of her resig- 
nation from both offices at the 
general meeting of the Women's 
Union, which was attended by sev- 
eral hundred students, a consider- 
able percentage of the women en- 
rolled In full undergraduate courses 
at McGill. 

A disagreement had arisen with 
Dr. Roscoe, warden of RVC over 
the way in which several graduate 
students residing in ANA House 
were told that they would have to 
make other living arrangements 
next term. Norma Walmsley ex- 
plained that ,^noltceBlwere sent to 
the giris without 'informing her as 
president of the residence. While 
the matter nf the notices was still 
"in the air," and after these an- 
nouncements had been received by 
the affected students, Dr. Roscoe 
and her assistant. Miss Zink, had 
avoided discussing the matter with 
her. Norma Walmsley explained to 
the meetng held in the RVC Com- 
mon Room. 

She went on to give an account 
of an interview hastily obtained 
with Dr. Roscoe after more than a 
week of . understandable delay 



securing an appointment Norma 
Walmsley's account of the inter- 
view, \yhich terminated in the stu- 
dent being asked to leave the room, 
was confirmed by Barbara Jacksoii, 
vice-president-elect and Hedwig 
Brown, presidentof the Union for 
the 1946-47 session,' both of whom 
were on hand when the conversa- 
tion took place. 

In the letter of resignation sent 
to Hedwlng Brown Norma writes 
"I regret that this step has been 
made necessary taut as my prin- 
ciples arc not ^compatible with cer- 
tain circunutances as they appear 
to' me, I sincerely believe that for 
the benefit of the Women's Union 
as a whole, this is the only action 
that I can take conscientiously." 

WARDEN REPLIES 
Dr. Roscoe's letter to the former 
president-elect on receipt of the 
above resignation, expresses regret 
that such a step was felt necessary. 
It explains the necessity of having 
the graduate students move out of 
ANA House to enable the Univer- 
sity to carry out Its responsibility 
to provide living accommodation 
for ail women undergraduates. 

Immediately following the resig- 
nation, a letter of "strong protest" 
was sent to Dr. James by the ex- 
ecutive . of the Women's Union. 
After the meeting another letter 
Was sent by the same group to tho 
principal and Vice-chancellor. This 
Included the resolution that'i'rthis 
meeting ... go on record as sup- 
porting the stand taken by tha 
president-elect Norma Walmsley, 
that the right of discussion and 
freedom of speech of its représen- 
tative should not be denied . . . in 
the future. ..."
